Replacement of Wataer Mains 
Over 20 Miles Is 
Completed 








For the first time in many 
months, Upland is without a WPA 
project. The pipe line project 
which has been underway for ap- 
proximately a year and which has 
employed on an average of 100 
men during that time, was com- 
pleted last week. Cost of the pro- 
ject was $102,939.19. Twenty 
miles of pipe were installed. 

The project included the replac- 
ing of water mains throughout 
the city, the installation of some 
of the used water mains in an 
extension of the water system in 
Upland’s new city park, and the 
installation of a sprinkler system 
in the South Euclid avenue park-’ 
way. 

The flood control project at 
Nineteenth street and Euclid ave- 
nue, aS well as the flood control 
project in the College Heights sec- 
tion are county flood control pro- 
jects. (However, Upland is con- 
tributing a part of the cost of ma- 
terials for the College Heights 
work.

Some precious dishes were broken by a little girl in a 
local home the other night. Was the little tot, in reaching 
for a magazine, to blame? She could easily have been charg- 
ed: with causing the catastrophe, but in this instance there 
was consideration given as to who thoughtlessly placed the 
dishes there and who carelessly left the magazine out of 
place. This was a minor incident; but such an attitude prac- 
ticed in a larger way could revolutionize our lives. 

Think of what it would mean in Upland and in the en- 
tire world should men and women everywhere change their 
attitude of ‘‘me first’’ and deal more justly always with the 
“other person’. If each person, when at fault, would ad- 
mit that he is wrong and that he is to blame when trouble 
arises, there really would be happiness, contentment and 
peace. 

The air is surcharged with nervousness, hate and spite 
when a fault-finder is around. The result is endless trouble.

BY THE EX-NEWS GUY 


While on our jaunt in the South 
we visited at a couple of points 
in Arkansas—Monticello and Hot 
Springs. At Monticello is located 
the state agricultural college and 
a member of the faculty admitted 
to us that the farmers of that 


State are at least 25 years behind 


the times in their methods of 
farming. A farm family that has 


an income of $500 or $600 a year 


is above the average and provides 
a good living, we were told. . . 
At this place I contacted a back- 
woods resident in the court house 
park. He was delivering tO a cus- 
tomer a half dozen hand-made 
hickory chairs he had made. 
Asked how much he was getting 
for the six, he said $7.50. I then 
inquired how long it took him to 
make them—to which he replied: 
“About a week’, . . Hot Springs 
was a disappointment to me in 
the kind of .city it is—that is, I 
was expecting to find a very out- 
standing ‘dressed up’ business 
district; but it is very mediocre. 
The city, of Hot Springs is locat- 
ed in the heart of the Hot Springs 
national park. Biggest industry 
in this city, I was told, is gam- 
bling. And there can be found 
many of the nation’s most notor- 
ious characters of the underworld 
—gamblers, criminals, etc. Next 
largest line there is the hotel and 
bath business, As you know, the 
water from the springs is said to 


contain curative qualities for 
rheumatism, arthritis, venereal 
and other diseases but 


when’ I was told that a nurse who 
has been working with the baths 
for 20 years is now coming down 
with arthritis I became some- 
what doubtful. Water comes 
from the springs at a tempera- 
ture of 185 degrees. As another 
sample of Arkansas, I was told 
there are residents within 15 
miles of Hot Springs who have 
never been to that city. Hill- 
billies, I believe, is the name ap- 
plied to this type of backwoods 
people but they are the 
most kindly and generous people 
imaginable. They would share 
their meagre food and “put you 
up for the night” in their crude 
beds—but they would not accept 
a cent in payment for doing so. 


NEGRO STORIES— 

Best Negro story I heard in the 
South—and it’s true—is this one: 
At a large gathering of Negroes 
there were a number of notables 
present who were recognized by 
each of the Negro speakers as 
they were introduced. After a 
number had spoken it came the 
turn of one Negro who apparent- 
ly could not remember all the dig- 
nitaries on the platform and fear- 
ing he might fail in attempting 
to single out each and every one 
with their respective titles, he 
made this all-inclusive recogni- 
tion: ‘‘All you who should be ad- 
dressed—you is.” . We were 
in Louisiana on Emancipation day 
—-and on that great anniversary 
no Negro works. They celebrate 
in’ various ways and degrees to 
the point of getting “dead drunk”. 
One Negro woman, when asked 


what was the significance of the | 


day they were celebrating, re- 
plied: “Ah don’ know—but they 
all does it.” And it was 


Negroes ‘everywhere—the coun- 
try is full of them. For the most 
part they live in huts that—at 
least from a distance—did not ap- 
pear fit for human habitation 

+ + and many of them built on 
“stilts” to prevent high water get- 
But the Negroes 
seemed to be happy. They work 
on the plantations, in the homes 
of “white folks’ and perform all 
the “odd jobs’ about the yards 
and places of business. Negro 
men and women alike were work- 
ing in the ‘cotton fields—and I 
was informed that because of the 
unusually. wet spring, cotton had 
been replanted as many as five 
and six times. Seemed to 
me the southerners take care of 
their. Negroes about. like they 
care for their. stock—they get 
very little except their care and 
medical attention. One farmer, 
upon being asked if the Negroes 
did not steal from him (there is 
one family on his place in which 
are 26 children) said he stopped 
them from that habit by “filling a
